March Term o! Court Adjourns. 



The March terra of the Bourbon Cir- 
cuit Court closed Saturday afternoon 
with the trial of the case of Spears vs. 
Renick. an action growing out of an 
alleged nuisance on the part of the 
defendant toward the plaintiff. The 
facts as set on in the petition alleged 
the defendent placed a chicken yard so 
close to the residence of the plaintiff 
that it made the use of the room adja- 
cent impossible. 

After hearing the evidence Judge 
Sandidgj announced he would not let 
the temporary injunction go into 
effect until the next term of court. 

The $50,000 damage suit of James 
McClure against J. D. McClintock f jr 
alleged slander.oo trial in the Bourbon 
Circuit Court, came to a sudden termi- 
nation Friday afternoon when Judge 
Sandidge delivered peremptory instruc- 
tions to the jury to find for the defend- 
ant, and returned a verdict in accord- 
ance with the ruling of the court. The 
case which was called Thursday after- 
noon occupied the greater part of the 
day. • 

The]Bourbon County Bar Association 
in. appreciation of tne work of Judge 
Sandidge. serving as special judge m 
the absence^of Judge Stout, who is in 
Florida for his health, presented him 
with a solid silver plate in token of 
their esteem. The presentation speech 
was made by Hon C. M. Thomas and 
Judge Sandidge made an appropriate 
response. 

Before the formal closing of the 
term Judge Sandiri^e called the prison- 
ers convicted at the term before him 
and pa— .1 sentence upon thfm. 

The grand jury had returned indict- 
ments against Eddie Washington, 
caught in the act of rifling a safe of 
Lynch & Wiggins at Hutchison, and 
he appeared by attorney and entered a 
plea of guilty, a jury being impanel 
ed. and was sentenced to the State Re- 
form School for an indeterminate sen- 
tence of one to five years. 

Hampton Boone, accused of commit- 
ting a forgery, also pleaded guilty to 
the charge, and was sentenced to an 
indeterminat sentence of 'two to ten 
years in the penitentary. 

Wallace Kimbrough, for cammitting 
a forgery, was sentenced to the State 
Reform School for an indetermir.ate 
sentence of two to ten years. 

Simms Cooper, accused of horse 
stealing, was sentenced to two to ten 
years in the State Reform School. 

Dan Anderson, on being arraigned 
for sentence, made a motion for a new 
trial. A jury recently found him guil

SCHOOLS. 

This has been a most prosperous 
month with the exception of a consid- j 
erable reduction in attendance due to ! 
measles and whooping cough. We have 
exercised every precaution to prevent 
the spread of these diseases, allowing , 
no one to come from a family where 
any member has measles or whooping | 
cough, and sending every pupil home j 
immediately when any symptoms could 
be detected. This is all we could do. 

The attendance reduced from 543 to 
484, but the total enrollment has in- 
creased to ()9u in the white schools, and 
to 367 in the colored schools, making a 
total of 1,07s. The attendance in the 
colored schools is 287, making an aver- 
age daily attendance of 771.
